happiness and well-being of the public. But before 
such a Bill is passed some adequate provision for the proper segregation and sup- 
rt «of lepers ought to be embodied in the law itself At Meerut there exists a 
eper house which is maintained by the Local Municipal Board. But these Bos 
can affurd to provide for the accommodation and maintenance of a limited . 
of lepers only, and not for all thoxe that might be found roving about the s 
their towns and districts. It would therefore be well if the Local Gove 
and Administrations were required by the law to sanction a fund for the ac 
tion and support of lepers in some suitable locality within their rest 
dictions.
